Whatever incidents may

It is stated here to be

Four Soldiers Killed 
By Road Mine 


TEL AVIV, Monday. Four 
soldiers were killed and four 
others were injured last even- 
ing when the military vehicle 
in which they were riding 
near Beit Jibrin struck a 
mine.
